KK 8 forth from theSpirit of truth, as the Saints were moved 
by the holy Ghoſt. But writings was never living, neither in 
the dead, nor in the Saints that are living : for they were firſt 
' written in the heart of man by God, and Chrift, and from 
the Spirit they were' ſpoken forth, and was known' by the 
Spiric of God in others, which is the leader into the truth of 
thetv,, and the ſubiance of that which is ſpoken of, in them, 
is Chriſt, whom all muft receive within them : ard this we 
own. And asto thy ſecond, The Apoſtles was made able 
Minifters of the New Teſtament, not of the Letter, but of 
the Spirit : for the letter killeth, but the Spirit giveth life : This 
we know, and own, And the tranſgreſling Fews, that lived 
out of the life, and Spirit, in the letter, (as all the tranſgreſſing 
Chriſtians ſince the Apoſtles days ) had the letter, but out of 
the Soirit, and therefore are all on heaps, and-confuſion, and 
ſuch as Jive in the Jeter which killeth, and not in the Spiric 
that gives life. Thoſe are they that kills others, chat live in 
the life. And this you may ſee is in your Church, and amongſt 


the Proteſtants, as you may ſee what killing there hath been _ 


ſince the Apoſtles days 3 and ſo your fruits proves you to be 
no Minllen of Chriſt, nor no Charch'of Chriſt, but are as 
| dark, and hath been as mad againſt them that lives in the

Antiquity proves not the truth of your Church : and ſo our 
agreement muſt. be with thee and all men inthe ſpirit, and 
then we ſhall agree with the Scciptures;. for people agree- 
ing in the ſpicit, then they agree with all the Books of Scci- 
pture, and ic is the Interpreter, and ſuch as be out of the ſpi- 
ric chat gave forth Scriptures doth diſagree about their Ex- 
poſitions, and chop and mangle as: thou ſpeakeſt of, and in 
this we ſee, you all differ from the true Church, and from the 
ſpicit of peace and life. And we have not taken the Scriptute 
upon truſt from others, but we know them by the ſame ſpiric 
that gave them forth, And ſo if thou or ocehers have taken 
them upon truſt, which are not in the ſpirjc that gave them 
forth, then you are not like to judge of the words, but wran- - 
gleand tear one another to pieces about the words; and this 
hath been che fruits of your ſpirit, which was not of the 
true Church, like the Apoſtles before the Apoſtaſie - and it 
this be the fruits of love judge thee, and ſo they are not hurt* 
ful cous, who diſcerns them by the ſpirit that gave chem forth, 
bur ſerviceable: and w: do ſee wherein they do manifeft 
your antiquity, as in Timothy, Fude and Peter, who ſpeaks of 
ſuch as goes in Cai»s way, killing about Religion, and Co- 
rabs way in rebelling againſt the true Church, and Balaars 
way,who loved the wages of wnrighteouſneſs,to perlecute the crue 
Church, and forbidding of meats, and marriages, which is 
the doQrine of Devils ; and ſo mind your antiquity, and 
when theſe things crept io, which now are got to a head: and 
neither Proteſtant nor Papiſt is oar Cook, for Chriſt is he that 
provides us meat, and he: is ourelder Brother, And whereas 
chou ſaieft, That the Script are is corrupted in many'placer, and 
yet in ſome places bears ſenſe with the antient and beſt Copies,

where they differ; And whereas thou Querieft to what Judge -

we, nor do we, ſtand tothz Judgement of that perſecuting ſpi- 
rit in any, Which is alwaies blind, and l-ads into the ditch ; 
and thc is not fic to be judge of Scriptures, but is judged by 


the ſpirit that gave them forth, and by Chiiſt Jeſus, and this

which Timothy did not ; and fach as' ſtir up their gifts, them 


are perſecuted by them, and inſtead of putting them in mind, 


as Paul did T:mothy, the Miniſters of Chriſtendom perſecute 
thoſe who have received their gift otherwiſe: And as for 
Praying, Laying on of hands, Bithops, Deacons, &c, this is 
witneſſed among us in the Spirit, it is not a name, but the 
growth in the Spirit; but we ſee theſe things are taken upby 
you by Tradition, and perſecute the Spirit that made and z&s 


- all theſe; and we own Chriſt co be the living bread that 


came down from Heaven, and not Bread and Wineto be 
Chriſt, nor to be the living bread that came down from Hea» 
ven:;: but Bread and Wine was'to be taken in remembrance 
of Chriſt the living bread, and ſoic was not he, but it was in 
a.(hew of his death till he came; ſoit was not he that dyed, 
neither was it him that they did eat, for he was not yer come : 
And as foryuur Church that kills one another about Bread 
and Wine, which is Vi&uals, and to be taken- but in (hew 
and remembrance of him, Mark what him,that was, and what 
it, that was, which chey was toeat: Now your Church that 
hath wrangled about viQtuals and outward ſhadows, have loft 
the ſubſtance, and negle&ed the better things, namely Faith 
that works by Love , and wrangles about ſuch outward things 
like the Fews, who lived in the Mints, Annis and Cummin, 
and perſecute Chriſt to death. And as for telling the Churchs 
&c. the Church hath been in the Wildernefſe, and is now go- 
ing home to God, which hath the ſame power that the Apc- 
ſtles had,and Chriſt was, and is the Head of the Church upon 
the Earth, and not Peter, for there was not Lord(ſbip to be ex-

death ? Youſhould have let them been as a Heathen co you, 
and not have perſecuted them to death. For you ſhould not 
have killed ſuch as believed in Chriſt {no not the Heathen) 
but have loved them, And as for the power that was in the 
Church amongſt the Apoſtles is obſerved now, but. not by 
your Church, who have ftcangled anddrank the blocd of the 
Saints; yea cf them that ſay they believe in Chriſt, and nov 
only fo, but of many others, And as for the Proteſtants pra- 
Qiice, ſome doth obſerve Oyl, though it be toas little purpole 
as ycurs; and as for them and you that be in vheevil, arenot 
like to caſt out the Devil, except it be by Conjuration : Nei- 
ther can you nor they pray acceptably, «xcept you come in 
the ſame- Spiric of love the Apoſtles wasin; for before them 
and you,ofter your prayers to God, be reconciled to your Bro- 
ther Chriſtian, and do not ſay the Lords Prayer in hypocrifie : 
Forgive us as we forgive, and as we would be forgiven ; and ſuch 
widows that caft off their firſt Love, they gointo the wantor: 
:atU:e, and kick againſt Chriſt, and go into the defiled bed, 
into the diſhoncurable marriage ; and fo Paz! to Timothy is to 
be underſtood as he ſpeaks : but this is no proofe to deny Mar- 
rage, neither for Prieſt nor Pope ; for the Prieſts under the 
Law did, and the Diſciples under the Goſpel times was Mar- 
ried, and the Apoſtles allows and commends it asan Ordi-

whether the Apcitles times were not the Primitive times ? and 
whether there be not a difference between Txbal and Zarak : 
and the word of Faith in the heart, is that which reconciles 
us to Gud, and is Chriſt in whom there is no ſhadows, but 
ends all ſhadows; and while you are wrangling about theſe 
outward things, you leave the ſubſtance ; and as for the Pro- 
teſtants confeſling the Word in the heart, and doth not obey 
| it, 
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it, both you and they deceive your own ſouls,and fal out about 
that which izrom below, and dothfnot mind that which comes 
down from above ; and who are in the Word, hath wil- 
dome to do the DoQrine and Traditions of the Apoſtles, and
